The New Year a Gtft ot the Ceuerous 
Loyalists ol New ^ oi k to the Weedy ol 
Savannah. 

,'Froin the SuvunnrWi Republican, .l.in faV] 
Tho I'ollowino; is the WW of the BtMIMf 
Rabeeea Clyde, Captavin Wflletta, from New- 
York on tho 14th, w hich arrived at our port 
yesterday morning: 'j7o obis flour, 4^ bills 
Indian corn meal, 47 boxes baeon, lti jikjrs 
hams, r, jikirs shoulders, 5 bbls lard, ion 
sac!;- salt, fl bbls pork, u0 bbls beans, "J 
drums eodlish, Ht hn>js and bbls potatoes, 
turnips, and other vegetables, 10 bblsj 
onions, iibls pilot bread, 150 quarters 
fresh DMC 100 slaughtered sheep, IS bbls 
molasses, lo bbls piekles, 10 bbls vinegar, 
and sundries. 

The cargo, as «>ur reader-* are aware, is a 
voluntary contribution, :t freo will olfering, 
from the patriotic citizens ..f New York, to 
tli. ir fellow-countrymen in Savannah. Mr. 
Archibald Maxtor, Chairman of the com- 
mittee having in charge the cargo, addict - 
ed the following letter to Mayor Arnold :

:ies of life, sent for tho relief of tho suffer- 
ing citizens of Savannah, as a good-will 
offering from their countrymen of tho eity 
of Now York. 

The Chamber of Commerce' of the Stale 
of New York, ami the New York Commer- 
cial Association of the Produce Kxch Utga 
have been the active agents iu organizing 
and forwarding this relief, but the contrib- 
utors may bo said to represent almost all 
. las es of the community; and the ship 
aTMoh has borne the cargo to your port, has 
l>eon gratuitously detailed for that purpose 
by her owners, the New York and Wash- 
ington Steamship ( 'ouipany. 

In th* disiribution of the goods, I am di- 
rected to confer with the civil and military 
authorities, and I shall therefore ba glad to 
hear from you a* early as convenient, in or- 
der that speedy measure- may b..« taken to 
carry into practical elicrt the object of my 
mis-ion, for which my associates, Messrs. 
C. H. 1'. I'.abcock an.f l-'rank I.athrop, will: 
with myself, be ready to do all in our pow- 
er to accomplish this.

Un w ill bo Ml to the freed people them- 
selves, subject only to the I Bitot] States 
military authority and the acta of Cbagn aa, 
Bj the laws of war, and orders of the 
President of the United Stare?, the negro is 
tree, and must be dealt with aa such. He 
cannot be sul jocud to cor scription or forced 
military service, save by tho written orders 
of the highest military authority of the de- 
partment, under such regulations as the 
l'r» sclent or Congress may prescribe. Do- 
mestic servants," blacksmiths, carpenters 
and other mechanics, will be free to select 
their own work and residence; but the 
young and able-bodied negroes must be en- 
couraged to enlist as soldier-; in the service 
of the United Slates, to contribute their 
-hare towards maintaining their own free- 
dom and securing their rights as citizens of 
the I'nited States. Negroes so enlisted will 
be organized into companies, battalions and 
regiments, under orders of the I'nited States 
military authorities, ami will be paid, fed 
and clothed according to law. The boun- 
ties ] aid on enlist ment may, with the con- 
sent of the recruit, go to assist his family 
and settlement in procuring agricultural 
implements, seed, tools, boats, clothing and 
other articles necessary to secure their live- 
lihood. 

III. Whenever three respectable n. ^roes, 
beada of families, shall d< sire to scale on 
land, and shall bare selected for that pur- 
pose an island or localit v clearl v defined, 
within the limits above (h-signated, the In- 
spector of Settlements and Plantations will 
himself, or by such subordinate otlicer as 
be may appoint, give them a li'-ense to Bot- 
tle aach island or district, and afford them 
-ucli assistance as ho can to enable them to 
establish a peaceable agricultural settle- 
ment.

(•eneral *liei man's Order. 

The reader will find elsewhere the re- 
markable and important order oi 'General 
Sherman setting apart certain island- and 
I portions of the Atlantic coast under the 
sua\ ot the National leg, for th" use of 

freedmen. 

The order is striking and important in 
many ways. It i« practical for one thing, 
and adapted for immediate use. and will 
doubtless lie made for the lime being emi- 
nently serviceable in procuring employ- 
ment, resources, and prosjiects for several 
thousand negr >■■■■ n< >\\ huddling in destitu- 
tion, uncertainty ami idleness, within anil 
about our lines a t Savannah. And it also 
opens up pro-pects. and inducements to 
ape. to many more thousands who are 
still held in bondage in the regions round 
about the selected territory. 

The measure is a very direct, and must 
prove a very efljeient method of executing 
the Proclamation of Kmaneipation in those 
legions. Th' rebels w ill laugh, sneer, howl 
and gnash their leefli over it in succession, 
jus' as they M over the proclamation it-elf. 
But as in ttoat case, the prevalent emotion 
BJM be wrathfui chagrin at the damaging 
effect of the measure upon tiieir unholy 
cause. 

The measure moreover will lejeajaej a 
precedent which <.en. Sherman at least 
will of necessity follow. And no officer in 
the army is so likely as he to ha\ e constant 
occasion for such, or for s<»m» precedent, 
i .r none has such a tendency to spread 
himself over still unconquered territory. 
There was a don hi in the public mind, or 
at least a feeling of inquiry, respecting 
Sherman's attitude on the negro <juestion, 
which this order very happily and effectu- 
ally puts an end to. The reason for the 
doubt lay partly in the General's indepen- 
dence of, and almost indifference to public 
opinion, but we are iiie|j„ed to think more, 
in the fact that his own mental decision on 
the whole subject is comparatively recent. 

This method of disposing of freedmen will 
of course »*. temporary, but it cannot ii 
any possible case la- followed by a resump- 
tion of the slate of bondage. The homes 
thu ssecun-d will doubtless la? retained. 
The military rule will pass away w ith the 
war. 

As a precedent this order, if it is not re- 
voked by higher authority, will have an 
importance and a bearing on the issues of 
the . oiiti-st w hich we are not likely to over- 
rat*'. There are numberless places where 
negro colonies can be established, and every 
month of the war increase* the facilities for 
Such colonies will 



factory solution to the problem, what to do 
with the contraband alter be has escaped 
from his rebel master. And the problem 
ha- beat in many in-tancesa most pressing 
and intractable one. So that hereafter 
armies traversing rebel territory with negro 
. (.Ionics in the neighborhood of their "ob- 
jc, -m point" will not burn brid-es in the 
rear to check their negro followers. 

The rebels will lind, then, if they in- 
sist in their pursuit of the "last ditch" that 
the ultimate withdrawal of negro lalior 
from support of their cause will lie inevita- 
ble and speedy. And their reliance upon 
that labor is fully appreciated by them- 
selves and everybody else. < 'ould the Pro- 
clamation of Kmaneipation have elle< ted 
the instantaneous liberation and escape of 
the slaves, it would of course have crippled 
the Confederacy in a day. This order of 
Gen. Sherman does much, very much, to- 
wards forwarding the thorough e\ecutiouof 
that Proclamation. 

ltsellect. therefore, upon the immediate 
i-sucs of the strife will lie very marked. 

W hilst the erection of such a vast num- 
lier of homes for those who have hitherto 
sc iv- ly known what the sense of a home 
is, and the giving landed possessions to 
tie s., whose notions of ownership are like 
a mortal's notions of Heaven, made up of 
longings and imaginings, w ill lie a power- 
ful stimulus in ripening those much-abused 
grown-up children into manhood.

I n response to a serenade given to Gen. 
Hurbridge w hile at the Capifol Hotel last 
night he made the following remarks: 

Gknti.kmkn: I am gratified by this de- 
monstration of your regard. I do not so 
BUaah attribute this manifestation to a per- 
sonal compliment to myself as to the meas- 
ures L in common with the true Union 
party, have embraced to serve the country. 

In my administration of the military af- 
fairs at this point, perhaps, I may havecom- 
mitt"d some errors, but I have done the 
very best I could under the circumstances. 
I have endeavored to serve my country and 
protect the citizens against robbers and 
marauding bands, as far as possible, with 
the means with w hich I have to operate. 
But there are very many embarrassments 
w hich 1 have to contend with which the 
people did not understand, and from the 
nature of things, 1 could not, for prudential 
reasons, 'explain. It has been said by my 
enemies that I have had the State full of 
troo|»s, and did not protect the people 
against the guerrillas. Hut this is not the 

case, hfy oonunaad haa been a disagreea- 
ble and laborious one. Many of the troops 
which I have had in this department were 
dismounted cavalry, sent here to be reor- 
ganised and equipped, which as soon as 
done, were ordered to the front. Many 
others that I have had were regiments, 
w hose term of service had expired, and 
w ei eseiil to me to b* mustered out of the 
service. This was a necessary circum- 
stance consequent upon the condition of 
things in Kentucky, and while it appeared 
that I had a very large force, I w as loft w ith 
a very insiilTicicut force for the respon- 
sible duties imposed upon me. 

Much has been said against the organi- 
zation of colored troops in Kentucky. This 
matter was entrusted to me by orders from 
the War Department, and I have organ- 
ized eighteen thousand troops under those 
orders, which saved just that number 
of w hite men from the draft. On several 
occasions since I have been in the com- 
mand of this district I have had to take the 
BUid b> prevent fearful invasions being 
made on our soil. I have thought it better 
to entry the war into the enemy's country, 
than to submit to their ineujrsiona upon ours. 

I am glad to say that I think there is now 
no fear of any mrmbJaMtf invasion of this 
State from any point, and I can now turn 

my attention to home affairs. I am, as you 
know , just from Washington, and, as you 

see, have come back without my head be- 
ing cut off, to the great mortification of 
some of my enemies. The President and 
War Department have promised to sustain 
me, and my future policy shall be to send a 
small force into each of the counties to 
co-operate with the I'rovost Marshals and 
civ il authorities, and if the people w ill sus- 
tain BBS I feel confident that the lawless 
bands by which our Stale is now infested 
w ill soon be exterminated, and the civil au- 
thorities will be fully competent to en force 
obedience to our laws, and peace and pros- 
perity will once more bless and cheer our 
beloved Stab' and sorely oppressed citizens.

The President said he supposed the passage 
of the < '(institutional amendment abolish- 
ing slavery throughout the United States 
was the oc' asion to which he was indebted 
for the honor of this call.
